But in temperance agita­ 
tion we are forced to consider human nature 
as it is, and one comes into collision with a 
good deal of human nature when he under 
takes to read a moral lesson on the subject to 
a company of tipplers. 
Temperance reform has invariably moved 
In great waves. 
There have been and al­ 
ways will l>c periods in the social, juridical 
and religious life of the country when it can 
Ire preached as the only exciting topic. I lien 
the jrcople gather, are jrcrsuaded, sign the 
pledge, and cast their votes for Prohibition 
or no license. 
The wave passes, and in its 
jrlacc come jrolilics, religion, art, literature or 
base ’rail. 
Then the old and vicious aecia, 
habit of drinking together and treating gets 
the upper hand. 
The temperance champion 
of a year ago acts w ine upon his table, and 
Amis the society (if his friends more convivia 
and enjoyable in consequence. 
This habit cl 
•octal drinking has a most extraordinary hold 
upon the American jreojdc. 
It is a bigger 
drat acle to temjrerance progress than the 
che ip, nasty and vicious saloon, I sr an sc it 
influence is exerted 
on the 
U -t social 
life of the community. 
And it explains the 
reran for the disappoint im ut of those who 
have luau looking for a great moral uprising 
for Prohibition, like that which crushed out 
•lavery. There is no ground for hope of such 
nu uprising through temjrerance agitation. 
This agitation touches only the individual 
conscience, and does not organize great po 
Utica! j>u rile a. 
It is purely a moral force, 
and as such it eX|H-ntl* itself. 
Men are ja r 
Minded, and the volume of intcnip* ranee is di 
minished. 
It is not impossible, however, that causes 
will yet operate to provoke a union of Un­ 
people against liquor selling like that against 
slavery. 
Slavery was tolerated and winked 
at and even found eloquent defender# in 
•tate* dedicated to freedom till it went into 
judith# and attempted to force itself where 
it was not wanted. 
The liquor trade has al 
no recently gone into politics, and in this stat-* 
we Amt it in alliance with a great jnditicul 
jiarty ann dictating the act# of tilt executive. 
The jH-ojde hate tyranny as earnestly as they 
did when they overthrew the slave power. 
Let there arise a party iii the country win- ti 
shall dare to jjroc/alin itself the “ liquor 


jxjwit.” and the end w ill conic quickly. 
We 
art rodent with the drink evil, but it shall 
(wit make laws for us, aud it shall not de­ 
mand immunity for itself from the burdens 
that it lays upon society aud the state. 
The receding of the Prohibition wave doc# 
not indicate 
any willingness

REPUBLICAN FE. DEMOCRATIC. ECONOMY 


A little touch of Democratic udininistru 
lion, though of itself un invariable calamity 
is sometime# good for the jx-ojde of a state, 
since it teaches them certain lessons that they 
could not learn by other means. 
The |>eo|de 
of Ohio are now contrasting the admiuistra 
lion of Gov. Hoadly, Democrat, with that of 
Gov. 
Foraker, Republican. 
We find the 
statement iii the Cincinnati Commercial Ga 
tette to contain several interesting facts. 
Thus, when Hoadly came into office he 
found a cash balance of about $300,000 in 
the treasury. 
When lie went out two years 
kiter the surplus was gone, uDd its place was 
a deficiency of more than $1,500,000. 
The 
penitentiary ran behind $205,000, whereas 
under 
Foster 
it 
had 
yielded a 
rove 
uue to the state. 
Under lloadly the stale 
credit bad become so impaired thut the ma­ 
turing 6 j)cr cent bonds could not Ire re­ 
funded at 3.85 jxr cent, the rate which lie 
had approved, and bv told Foraker at his in­ 
auguration that the state must go to protest 
before the first of May. 
Foraker is in the fourth year of his service 
as Governor. 
Under him the penitentiary 
has again become self supjx>rting aud a 
source of revenue, and the cost of miimain 
ing the benevolent institutions has reached 
the lowest point lo the history of the state. 


The bonded debt, which Hoadly could not 
refund at 3.65 per cent, lins Ix-en refunded 
under Foraker into 8 jut cents, and sold at a 
premium (lint reduced the interest rate to 
2.72 jx-r cent j u t year. 
Under Foraker $1,- 
423.564 
of 
the 
debt 
bas 
licen 
paid, 
and the annual interest 
charge reduced 
from $215,000 to $*3,700. 
And 
finally, 
though tile state has done an unusual amount 
of public building and other improvements, 
Foraker will la- able to show at the end of 
the year that every demand has linen met and 
the deficiency left by lloadly made uj> with­ 
out any increase of the tax rate, and with an 
actual reduction of the rate by the last Lcgis 
lat lire. 
Something like this has happened in our 
own state. 
Under Gov. Tilden in 1875 the 
state taxes rose to $14,000,000; under Gov. 
Cornell six years later they fell to $5.OOO,OOO. 


A B R A V E S O U TH E R N JUDO E I N EXILE. 


When the Arkaii-as grand jury to investi­ 
gate the Clayton murder went into session 
last spring. Judge Cunningham gave it a 
charge so fearless, so just, and so expressive

Hut Cunningham w ill not preside.

a Judge in Ai kansas no longer. 
A corres­ 
pondent of the Hoston Trareller recently dis­ 
covered him and made his acquaintance in 
Oklahoma, where he is now residing. 
He 
explained his absence from home, saving he 
“ had to leave,” and that if he had stayed In 
would have been killed too. 
Cunningham is 
a Democrat, but he has lu-en guilty of had 
faith towards his jiarty, in calling a murder 
by its right name. 
Another Judge, who is 
not iii the slightest danger of repeating the 
offense, sits iii his place. 
The murderers of Clayton are known. The 
information is given on high Democratic au 
(bority that the officers of the law could lay 
their hands u|miii them at any moment. 
Hut 
tin y remain iii the state and go and come like 
other citizens, but are not disturlx-d. 
It is 
the righteous Judge only, who, burning with 
shame and indignation over the dishonor that 
had fallen iqioii Ids state, dared to utter hot 
words of condemnation, that is ostracised and 
threatened with death. 
And these things 
have hajijienod that Clifton lf. Breckinridge, 
w ith die innocent Mood of a neighbor and 
personal friend upon ids hands, may keep 
the si at in Congress to which lie was not 
elected. What does the Republican Congress 
propose to do witll this Breckinridge?

The agitation 
for Prohibition was kept up until this year 
when it \yas resubmitted to the jx-ople and 
overwhelmingly defeated. 
Rhode Island re­ 
pudiated the law in 1*63. 
La*t year it was 
re-enacted, but the test of its efficiency was 
so unsatisfactory that on a juipular vote last 
month, although a three Aft Ii* vote yvas re 
quired for its reju-ai, it was ordered stricken 
out of the Constitution. 
In 1834, New York and Connecticut en­ 
acted Prohibition laws. 
This state gave up 
(he effort ai Prohibition in two years; hut the 
Nutmeg M ate clung to the law for eighteen 
year*, and then n-jx-alcd it in 1872. 
There was a wider prohibition sentiment 
and movement in 1*55. when Illinois. Ohio 
Maryland, New Hampshire, Delaware. Indi 
ana and Nebraska enacted it in some form or 
other. 
Illinois voters repudiated the law the 
same year at the |*oll*. Ohio had prohibition 


c x jk Hence# for a few months, with result# so 
txxir that the law wa# rejx-alcd. 
A prohl 
billon amendment to the Constitution of 
Ohio submitted at the lu-ginning of this de 
cade was defeated at the |x>ll*. 
Mai tland’ 
test of the measure extended over a (M-riod of 
about a year and then the law was rejx-uled 
New Hampshire's prohibition was an en 
nctmcnt of the Legislature. 
It has not been 
enforced and cannot lie enforced. 
Being fa 
from satisfactory to Prohibitionists, they se 
cured the submission of a Constitutional 
amendment this year, w hich was voted dow n 
by a tremendous majority. 
Delaware re 
ju-ah-d lier law two year* after it wa# en 
acted. 
Indiana’s test was for a little over a 
year, and Nebraska, after a similar short 
jx-riod, also icjH-uled the law. 
Indiana voted 
down jtrohibition in 1*58 by the largest ma 
jority ever given in the slate. 
I lie Maine 
prohibition law came into existence aluiut 
tins time, and is s ill in foiee, but not en 
forced. 
The exciting issue# of the war and the re 
construction period put (imbibition in the 
bark ground until the seventies, when the 
movement Isga.i to revive. 
Massachusetts 
tried it for fifteen years and then reju-aled 
th.-law. 
The vole on Cons*itutional prohi 
billon taken iu the alate this year yvas over­ 
whelmingly against it. 
The states iii which prohibition has been 
enacted since 1**0 are Iowa and 
Kansas. 
There is much diqiute as to the* rcMilts of the 
laws in those slates. 
In IMMU, 3,034 Govern 
ment lie-rise# yvcre issued in Iowa. 
This 
w a* before prohibition. 
In 18*6, under pro­ 
hibition. there yvcre 4,032 licenses Issued, an 
increase of 998. by which to gauge the effect 
of the prohibitory law. 
The Kansas record 
is similar. 
In 18*1, lu*fore prohibition, 
1.884 licenses wi re issued. 
In 1880, after 
five year* of prohibition, 2,997 licenses were 
taken out. a n increase of 58 JMT cent. 
There have been unsuccessful attempts In a 
number of s ta te s to secure prohibition. 
A 
law was twice passed in 
Wisconsin, but 
vetoed by a Governor who was vindicated by 
a re election. 
Texas gave 93,000 majority 
against prohibition. 
Tennessee refused to 
put it in her constitution in 1887. Oregon 
buried au amendment under an avalanche of 
votes in the same year, and in 1888 West- 
Virginia voted it down by three to one. 
Pennsylvania’s vote against prohibition last 
month yvas tremendous. 
With such n record of repeated defeats, it 
is not surprising that temjH-ronce movements 
should lu- set on foot in other channels, by 
which the evils of the liquor traffic can Im 
lessened and internjjernnce us far as may be 
prevented. 
Prohibition does not prohibit, 
whereas other methods of regulation and re­ 
striction do meet the object sought.

A PROTES T AGAINS T THE FOREIGN WA Y. 


T be New York 
Trib une is provoked, by 
th e manner in wh ich th e strike in th e Car­ 
negie iron works h as bec-n conducted, to raise 
a protest against th e way s of foreigners in 
labor contests in th is country . 
Here is a 
portion of its article on th e sub ject: 


Th e worst feature of th e case is th at, by numerous 
Importations under contracts to fill th - places of 
strikers, it h as come to pass th at a large proportion 
of th e workers in th at region are foreigners, unac­ 
quainted with American institutions and ideas, and 
little influenced by American opinion. To such 
workers a strike means a resort to violence—an 
organized, desperate and lawless attempt to pre­ 
vent any oth er workers from doing th e work th at th e 
strikers refuse. Th e men at Homestead, th eir wives 
and ch ildren, sh ow a fierce determinatkm to make it 
impossible for any body else to work in place of th e 
old h ands 
But th at spirit, h owever lawless and ur, 
just, is perfectly natural for workers of foreign birth 
and training, some of wh om h ave been brough t to 
th is country under contracts to take th e places of 
oth er strikers 
I'erh ajis th ey were th en met w ith 
tbe violence wh ich th ey now ex h ibit toward all new­ 
comers. Th e law was not enforced or respected 
th en, and th ey do not ex pect it to be enforced now. 
Th is is pretty brave talk in a city wh ere 
th e foreigner is th e boss in politics, but its 
very courage indicates th e confidence th at a 
better day is coming. 
W e h ave received for 
cignerstoo rapidly to assimilate th em and train 
th em to American ideas. Employ ers of labor 
are largely responsible for th is. 
W h en one 
gang of foreign workmen h ave instituted a 
strike and made th emselves offensive by law­ 
less and violent acts, th eir employ ers h ave 
h astened over to Europe and employ ed a new 
lot. 
Th ere h as been no difficulty in finding 
th ousands w illing to come wh ere h undreds 
were wanted, and to wh om wages were no 
object till th ey were landed. 
A few weeks 
of work, and th en th ey became recruits to 
th e turbulent forces wh om th ey were ex ­ 
pected 
to 
supplant. 
And th us it went 
on and on until 
Congress 
found 
itself 
compelled to 
enact 
a 
law 
against 
th e 
Importation of lal>or under contract. 
Th is 
law is easily evaded, as witness th e flood of 
immigration, wh ich sh ows no appreciable de­ 
crease. 
W h eth er th ese h undreds of th ou 
sands come over under contract or not, th ey 
are at once added to th e great volume of sur 
plus labor, and are ready for any strike th at 
may be inaugurated, and for every act of 
violence th at is on th e program , from th e 
m oment th at th ey obtain em ploy m ent. 
Th e outcome is going to l>e, not th e upris­ 
ing of anoth er Know Noth ing party , for th e 
Immigration question is not one of politics or 
religion, but th e enactm ent of very « triugent 
laws for th e regulation of immigration and 
its restriction to th e actual needs of th e coun­ 
try . Im portation of workmen under contract 
is not a serious evil, provided th ey are not 
brough t over to supplant oth er workmen and 
are not h ired for wages below th e standing 
rate in th e industries to wh ich th ey are to be 
assigned. 
W h at is needed rath er is a sort of 
civil service ex amination of each new-comer, 
to ascertain w h eth er h e h as th e intelligence, 
discretion and moral ch aracter to become a 
good citizen, and especially h is views con­ 
cerning th e obligations wh ich every w ork­ 
ingman takes upon h im self wh en given em ­ 
ploy ment. 
And th ere would at once become 
visible a vast im provement in th e ch aracter 
of our immigration if every foreigner on 
arriving were required to give bonds to not be­ 
come a public ch arge or a disturber of th e 
peace with in a y ear. 
Under such laws a man 
m igh t come h ere under contract if h e were 
forced by law to keep th at contract till its 
ex piration, on pain of being sent back to th e 
“ old country ” if h e violated it. 
But th e most essential th ing of all is to see 
th at no foreigners are adm itted wh o refuse to 
understand th at th is is a land of equal righ ts, 
and th at th e men already h ere h ave as good a 
righ t to lalror and to wages as th ose wh o h ave 
just arrived or are about to land. 
It is th e 
rath er “ fresh ” foreigner only wh o, wh en h e 
engages in a strike, is ready to figh t and to 
kill any person wh o is willing to take h is 
place. 
Th is sort must Ire rigidly proh ibited, 
or if found h ere th ey must be sent h ome. 


FREE TRADE GOES BEGGING. 


Th e wicked English free trader, according to th e 
stalwart organs of trade restriction, are making no 
much money tbut th ey are compelled to turn to 
foreign countries in seeking for investments of th e 
wealth th ey h ave trained under free trade. Th is in­ 
flux of free trade capital h as unquestionably tended 
to th e development of trusts th rough out th is coun­ 
try . And th e most notable result of protection to 
American industry is—more trusts. Between th e 
sy ndicates backed by British gold and th e combine 
tloim organized by tariff sh eltered American mo­ 
nopolists, th e plain, every -day citizen is anpurently 
going to h ave a tough time of it. 
-Philadelp hia Hec-

T h is is th e free trader’s ex planation of th e 
influx of English capital into th is country for 
investment in industrial enterprises. 
“ Th e 
wicked English free traders

ing so much m oney .” 
W ell, if th ey h ave 
grown rich In free trade England it does not 
alter th e fact th at labor is poorly paid th ere 
th at th e great arm y of unemploy ed is grow 
ing larger, and th at th is vast surplus capital 
h as been earned by pauper labor. 
England 
h as push ed free trade to its utm ost limit 
Th e guns of h er great navy h ave backed th e 
demands of th e m erch ants upon weak little 
governments in every part of th e globe to 
open th eir m arkets for th em till noth ing more 
remains to be conquered by British arms 
England could not force th e United States to 
y ield h er markets, and after h er failure to 
win th rough politics by an alliance with th e 
Democratic party , sh e h as evidently given 
up th e figh t, h ence h er.m anufacturers h ave 
concluded 
to 
move 
over. 
Th e 
Ileco rd 
Is 
not 
ex actly 
accurate 
in 
its 
state­ 
ment of th e reason for th is movement; it is 
not so much because h er free traders are 
m aking so much money at h ome th at th ey 
turn to th is country for th e investment of 
th eir surplus wealth , as from a desire to get 
Into our m arkets in th e only way open to 
th em. 
Th e Reco rd Is not, we th ink, ignorant 
of 
th e com plaints constantly coming to 
A m erica of th e suffering caused in Europe 
by over-production. 
Th e free-traders can 
not be m aking money at an inordinate rate 
wh ile tills condition of over production ex ­ 
ists. 
Or if th ey were th ey would not come 
h ere to invest, wh ere th ey m ust pay double 
and even treble wages in many lines of in­ 
dustry. 
Th ey would aligh t upon gome oth er 
free trade co untry like Belgium or Spain, 
where labo r is even ch eaper th an in England. 
They are simply coming h ere because all th e 
markets of 
the wo rld to wh ich th ey h ave 
access 
are 
surfeited, 
and 
because 
th ey 
canno t get th eir English -m ade goods into our 
co untry witho ut paying th e h igh protective 
duty upo n them. W h eth er th is movement 
is to benefit o r injure American labo r 
remains 
to he seen. It is certainly no t go ing to retire 
a vast am ount of American 
capital from ac­ 
tive and pro fitable em ploy m ent, for our cap­ 
italists are no t fo o ls. 
There is y et a vast 


lar w ith draw n will find abundant room for 
new investment, th us enlarging th e field of 
Industry . 
But let nobody mistake th e cause 
of th e movement. 
It is not liecause th e 
English free traders are m aking too much 
money at h ome, h ut because th ey h ave come 
to th e “ end of th e rope” of profitable invest 
merit th ere, and English 'guns can conquer 
no more foreign markets. 
W ait and see if 
th ese English investors remain free traders 
long after th ey h ave got well settled h ere.

dangerous for h imself and h is friends by get­ 
ting drunk in Ch icago, and im prudently en­ 
deavoring to “ paint th e tow n.” 
He h as a 
very large party of admirers wh o labor nigh t 
and day to keep h im concealed from th e offi­ 
cers of th e law, and wh o realize th at wh en h e 
goes to prison th ey are likely to accompany 
h im. 
He 
cannot 
be

or 
bid­ 
den 
wh ile 
drunk, 
and 
bis 
open 
carousals are sure to bring h im to grief. 
It 
is th e duty of a criminal wh o bits criminal 
abettors in th e same peril as h imself, to keep 
h is h ead level and h is wits about h im. 
Th is 
it is impossible for Sullivan to do. 
Kilrain 
is at last sh owing th at h e h as points of supe­ 
riority over Sullivan, for h e is keeping sober 
and try ing to h ide h imself. 
We h ave seen no reason to doubt th e earn­ 
estness of Gov. Lowry 's intention to bring 
th e sluggers and th eir companions to justice. 
But since Sullivan is understood 
to be 
coming 
to New York, we wish to re­ 
m ind Gov. 
Hill 
th at 
lie 
owes 
th e 
state of New York some service. 
It was in 
Allegany county th at h e trained for th e 
tigh t, and it was from th is state th at h e took 
h is departure for Mississippi. 
For leaving 
th e state to engage in a prize figh t h e is 
liable to a fine of $500, a term of one y ear in 
prison, or both fine and imprisonment.

Gov. Lowry calls upon Gov. "H ill for th e 
ex tradition of th e giant, h e sh ould be re­ 
fused. 
Sullivan would be an ex cellent man 
in any of our prisons, and especially in th e 
quarries a t Danemora.

can lay its h ands on h im, to make h im our 
most distinguish ed public servant. 


elared th at such neglect caused h im mental 
anguish , and th e obliging California jurists 
granted th e decree as pray ed for. 
In every 
one of th e fifty -th ree cases wh ich Mr. Meri­ 
weth er embodies in bis article, h is citation is 
from th e judical record, and contains th e 
main, if not only ground, upon wh ich tbe di­ 
vorce was granted. 
Here are a few of th em :

From testimony of th e h usband : 
“ My wife would not get up in th e morning, 
nor would sh e call me in th e morning; sh e 
would not do any th ing I requested h er to do.

Case 4. 
Defendant is cruel to plaintiff in 
th is; lie never cuts h is toe nails, and scratch es 
h er severely every nigh t, especially as defen 
dant is restless in h is sleep. 
Case 5. 
From plaintiffs testimony : Dur 
ing our wh ole m arried life my h usband h as 
never offered to take me out riding. 
Th is 
h as been a source of great mental sufiering 
and injury .” 
Case 6.' Defendant (h usband) sleeps with 
a razor under h is pillow, sofely to frigh ten 
and distress plaintiff. 
Case 7. 
From testimony of h usband: “ My 
wife would not walk w ith me on Sunday s. 
Once, in a tantrum , sh e h eaved a teapot at 
me. 
Sh e h it me on th e side of th e jaw be­ 
cause I refused to l» e worked into a passion 
Once sbe pulled quite a quanity of h air out 
of m y bead,” 
(Among th e papers was a tuft 
of sandy h air m arked “ Ex h abit A .”) 
Several of th ese applicants would at'flrst 
sigh t seem deserving of sy m path y , notably 
“ Case 4." 
But th en, on th e oth er h and, de­ 
fendant m igh t say someth ing about a pair of 
ice-cold feet against th e small of h is back 
th at would bring th e jury over at once. 
It is a vex ing question, th e simplest solu 
tion of wh ich seeems to h ave been found by 
Mrs. Bentley W orth ington, th e Ch ristiaan 
Scientist, wh o, arguing from a h igh ly moral 
and virtuous standpoint, casts off th e ex isting 
marriage bond, and seek affinity and true 
h appiness in a state of free love. 
Even th is 
plan h as its drawbacks, but th ere are some 
people wh o would kick if th ey h ad th e world.

STATISTICS. OF DRINK. 


W h isky 
F ulling 
Off and 
H eer 
F orging 
.Ah ead -N ativo and Im p orte d W ines. 
[From th e I’h iladelph ia Record.) 
Th e Bureau of Statistics h as just publish ed 
a report concerning th e consumption of alco­ 
h olic liquors in tin: United States, England, 
France, Germany and some oth er countries. 
Th ese statistics will be of value, not only to 
persons engaged in th e liquor trade but to 
many oth er people, in rem oving certain erro­ 
neous notions on th e subject to wh ich th ey 
relate. 
W h ile th e report com m its itself to no 
opinion on th e moral and social aspects of th e 
drink question, its figures will enable every 
one to draw h is own conclusions. 
Th e sta­ 
tistics ‘ire ail th e more valuable from th e fact 
th at th ey h ave not been collated with th e 
view of supporting any peculiar th eories in re­ 
gard to th e use of liquors. 
Th e large increase in th e consumption of 
ferm ented liquors in th e United ¡states sh ows 
h ow great a revolution h as taken place in th e 
drinking h abits of th e American people 
with in a generation. 
W ith th e increase in 
th e dem and for beer and wine th ere h as been 
at (lie same lime a steady decline in th e con­ 
sum ption of spirituous liquors. 
Th ese two 
opposite tendencies, as revealed by th e statis­ 
tics of th e Treasury , sh ow tire progress wh ich 
Tem perance Reform is spontaneously m ak­ 
ing am ong th e American people with out th e 
aid of th e constable or th e informer. 
Wh ile 
th e facts are by no means new to impartial 
observers of socal movements, th ey are strik­ 
ingly confirmed by official data. 
In 1840 th e consumption of spirits was a 
little more th an 24 gallons to each bead of th e 
population of th e United States, and in 1888 
th e consum ption h ad fallen to a little less 
th an 1± gallons per h ead, or more th an one- 
h alf in less th an fifty y ears. 
On th e oth er 
h and, th e consumption of beer increased 
th is period from lj¡ gallons to 12i gallons per 
h ead of th e population; and th e consumption 
of wine increased from a little, less th an 4 to 
a little more th an 4 gallon per h ead. 
Th e 
report of th e Treasury , pursuing th ese sta­ 
tist ics down y ear by y ear from 1840, sh ows 
a steady Increase in th e consumption of beer 
and wine, and a corre;ponding decline in th e 
use of spirits for drink. 
In 1800 th e total consumption of spirituous 
liquors in th e United States was 89,968,651 
gallons, w ith a population of 31,443,321 
wh ile in 1888 th e consumption was 75,845,- 
352 gallons, with more th an double th e pop­ 
ulation of lHfio. 
Th ese figures serve to ex ­ 
plain th e 
difficulty encountered 
by 
th e 
W h isky T rust in ilsefforls to maintain prices 
in face of a steadily declining demand. 
In 
i860 tlie total consumption of beer in th e 
country was 101,346,699 gallons, and 
1888 th e consumption of beer was 767,587,- 
056 gallons. 
It is not strange th at our En­ 
glish and German cousins sh ould be seeking 
investments in American breweries. 
Th e to­ 
tal consumption of w ine in th e United States 
in I860 was 11,059,141 gallons, of wh ich 9,- 
199,133 gallons were foreign importations. 
In 1888 th e total wine consumption was 36,- 
335,068 gallons, of wh ich only 4.654,545 gal­ 
lons were imported. 
A comparison with foreign countries in th e 
m atter of drink is by no means unfavorable 
to th e I niied States. Wh ile England, France 
and Germ any consume per capita nearly as 
much spirits as th e United States, th e Eng­ 
lish consume per capita treble anil th e Ger­ 
mans double th e quantity of beer used by th e 
American people, wh ile th e French consume 
fifty times our per capita quantity of wine. 
Th is cornprrison of consumption by th e h ead 
is, h owever, a very unreliable meth od of es­ 
tim ating relative degrees of national sobri­ 
ety , inasmuch as th ere is in th is country a 
far 
creator 
proportion of total abstinence 
people th an in any of th e oth ers. 
Wh ile in 
Germ any m ost of th e women drink beer and 
in France wine, comparatively few American 
women taste eith er. 
Th e statistics warrant 
th e conclusion th at more people drink liquors 
in Germ any and France, and th at th ere is 
more drunkenness in tiie United States. 
But 
th is report sh ows th at th e voluntary tem per­ 
ance movement, wh ich owes noth ing to pro­ 
h ibitory penal codes, is m aking steady and 
gratify ing progress among th e 
American 
people.

THE PROHIBITION RECORD. 


The brief bistory of Prohibition which we 
copy from the Graphic is accurate with some 
exceptions as to dates. 
It is a queer chap­ 
ter. 
The ups and downs to which Prohibi­ 
tion has been subjected seem to indicate that 
as a principle it has no vital hold upon the 
people, und acts only by spasms. 
1 cni]k-r- 
ancc is so much a m atter of individual op­ 
tion, and peisonal intemperance also so much 
a m atter of one’s own business in the public 
notion, that the people pencrally have got 
into the habit of refusing to concern them 
selves about the use of liquor by others. 1 his 
does not indicate the highest moral feeling 
for, despite the hum an tendency to be self 
isb, each of us is to a certain extent his 
“ brother's keeper.” But in temperance agita 
tion we are forced to consider human nature 
as it is, and one comes into collision with a 
good deal of hum an nature when he under 
takes to read a moral lesson on the subject to 
a company of tipplers. 
Temperance reform has invariably moved 
in great waves. 
There have been and al­ 
ways will be periods in the social, political 
mid religious life of the country when it can 
be preached as the only exciting topic. '1 hen 
the people gather, are persuaded, sign the 
pledge, and cast their votes for Prohibition 
or no license. 
The wave passes, and in its 
place come politics, religion, art, literature or 
base ball. 
Then the old and vicious socia 
habit of drinking together and treating gets 
the upper hand. 
The temperance champion 
of a year ago sets wine upon his table, and 
finds the society of his friends more convivía 
and enjoyable íd consequence. 
This habit of 
social drinking has a most extraordinary hold 
upon the American people. 
It is a bigger 
obstacle to temperance progress than the 
cheap, nasty and vicious saloon, because its 
influence is exerted 
on the 
best social 
life of the community. 
And it explains the 
reason for the disappointment of those who 
have been looking for a great moral uprisin 
for Prohibition, like that which crushed out 
slavery. There is no ground for hope of such 
au uprising through temperance agitation. 
This agitation touches only the individual 
conscience, and does not organize great po 
litical parties. 
It is purely a moral force 
and as such it expends itself. 
Men are per 
suaded, and the volume of intemperance is di­ 
minished. 
It is not impossible, however, that cause 
will yet operate to provoke a union of the 
people against liquor selling like that against 
slavery. 
Slavery was tolerated and winked 
at and even found eloquent defenders in 
states dedicated to freedom till it went into 
politics and attem pted to force itself where 
it was not wanted. 
The liquor trade has al­ 
so recently gone into politics, and in this state 
we find it in alliance w ith a great political 
party and dictating the acts of the executive. 
The people hate tyranny as earnestly as they 
did when they, overthrew the slave power. 
Let there arise a party in the country which 
shall dare to proclaim itself the “ liquor 
power.” anfJ the end will come quickly. 
We 
are patient with the drink evil, but it shall 
not make laws for us, and it shall not de­ 
mand immunity for itself from the burdens 
that it lays upon society and the state. 
The receding of the Prohibition wave does 
not indicate 
any willingness 
among the 
people to surrender to the liquor party. They 
arc applying the test of higher license, wher­ 
ever they can, to its honesty and good faith. 
They have discovered that, whereas it enjoys 
the largest and most profitable traffic in the 
country, its tax burdens are the lightest. 
It 
is the only business that resists rightful tax­ 
ation, and that has gone into politics to make 
its resistance successful. 
It is also in stand­ 
ing revolt against law wherever the law at­ 
tempts to lay it under restraint or tribute. 
It 
is 
the 
one 
rem aining 
enemy 
of 
law, 
order 
and 
decency 
that 
stands 
up 
in 
arms 
and 
refuses 
submission 
and 
obedieucc where all others obey. 
Perhaps 
the people will some day get angry with it as 
they did with slavery. 
Perhaps, instead of 
allowing a little coterie of radical agitators to 
stand up and abuse everybody who does not 
move on their line, as the Abolitionists used 
to do and the Prohibitionists are now doing 
they will all join hands to crush out of cxis 
tcnee, not the thing that merely makes men 
drunk, but the combination that proclaims 
itself above all law, that insists upon its right 
to create evils that account for nine-tenths of 
the taxes laid upon the people, and yet re 
fuses to touch the burden of these taxes with 
one of its fingers. 
It seems to us that the way to reach the 
drink evil is through “ moral suasion.” 
We 
cannot by legislation remove the intoxicating 
draught from the lips of him who is deter­ 
mined to have it, but persuasion and argu­ 
ment may lead him to a better life. 
But the 
state is now called to deal with a party that 
has planted itself on the platform of “ free 
rum and no taxes.” 
This party will have to 
be reached and vanquished through politics. 
The weapon with which it is being put down 
in other states is high license. 
There is not 
much left of any político-whisky party in 
any state which places its licenses out of the 
reach of the cheap, nasty and vicious saloon. 


REPUBLICAN VS. DEMOCRATIC. ECONOMY. 


The bonded debt, which lloadly could not 
refund at 3.65 per cent, has been refunded 
under Forakcr into 3 per cents, and sold at a 
premium that reduced the interest rate to 
2.72 per cent per year. 
Under Foraker $1,- 
423,564 
of 
the 
debt 
has 
licen 
paid, 
and the annual interest 
charge reduced 
from $215,000 to $83,700. 
And finally, 
though the state has done an unusual amount 
of public building and other improvements, 
Foraker will be able to show at the end of 
the year that every demand has been met and 
the deficiency left by lloadly made up w ith­ 
out any increase of the tax rate, and with an 
actual reduction of the rate by the last Legis­ 
lature. 
Something like this has happened in our 
own state. 
Under Gov. Tilden in 1875 the 
state taxes rose to $14,000,000; under Gov. 
Cornell six years later they fell to $5,000,000.

When the Arkansas grand jury to investi­ 
gate the Clayton m urder went Into session 
last spring. Judge Cunningham gave it a 
charge so fearless, so just, and so expressive 
of his horror at llic awful crime and of his 
desire to bring the criminals to punishment 
that the entire country applauded. 
This 
.charge was the only tiling about the whole 
alfnir that did credit to the state of Arkansas 
It was then hoped and expected that the m ur 
derers would Ik- arrested, and that Cunning 
ham would preside at their trial, for there 
had been a considerable show of indignation 
over the m urder throughout the state, and 
even the Judge’s charge was spoken of in 
terms of approval by the Democratic press- 
But Cunningham will not preside. 
He is 
a Judge in Arkansas no longer. 
A corres­ 
pondent of the Boston Traveller recently dis­ 
covered him and made his acquaintance in 
Oklahoma, where he is now residing. 
He 
explained his absence from home, saying lie 
“ had to leave,” and that if he hud stayed he 
would have been killed too. 
Cunningham is 
a Democrat, but he has been guilty of bad 
faith towards his party, in calling a m urder 
by its right name. 
Another Judge, who is 
not in the slightest danger of repeating the 
offense, sits in his place. 
The murderers of Clayton are known. The 
information is given on high Democratic au­ 
thority that the officers of the law could lay 
their hands upon them at any moment. 
But 
they remain in the state and go and come like 
other citizens, but are not disturbed. 
It is 
the righteous Judge only, who. burning wiih 
shame and indignation over the dishonor that 
had fallen upon his state, dared to utter hot 
words of condemnation, that is ostracised and 
threatened with death. 
And these things 
have happened that Clifton 11. Breckinridge, 
with the innocent blood of a neighbor and 
personal friend upon his hands, may keep 
the seat in Congress to which he was not 
elected.

A little touch of Democratic administra 
tion, though of itself an invariable calamity, 
is sometimes good for the people of a state, 
since it teaches them certain lessons that they 
could not learn by other means. 
The people 
of Ohio arc now contrasting the adm inistra­ 
tion of Gov. lloadly, Democrat, with that of 
Gov. 
Forakcr, Republican. 
We find the 
statement in the Cincinnati Commercial Ga­ 
zette to contain several interesting facts. 
Thus, when Hoadly came into office lie 
found a cash balance of about $300,000 in 
the treasury. 
W hen he went out two years 
later the surplus was gone, and its place was 
a deficiency of more than $1,500,000. 
The 
penitentiary ran behind $205,000, whereas 
under 
Foster 
it 
had 
yielded a 
reve 
uuc to the state. 
Under Hoadly the state 
credit had become so impaired that the ma­ 
turing 6 per cent bonds could not lie re­ 
funded at 3.65 per cent, the rate which he 
had approved, and lie told Foraker at his in­ 
auguration that the stale must go to protest 
before the first of May. 
Foraker is in the fourth year of his service 
n« Governor. 
Under him the penitentiary 
has ag iia become self supporting and a 
source o f revenue, and the cost of m aintain­ 
ing the benevolent institutions has reached 
the lowest point in the history of the state. 


T H E P R O H IB IT IO N PE R IO D . 


U p s an<l D o w n s o f tlie T h in l P a r ly —S ta te s 
I liar H a v e A d o p te d a n d th e n R e p u d ia te d 
P r o h ib itio n . 
[From the New York Graphic.] 
The receding prohibition wave was just a 
third of a century in reaching its highest 
poirt. and the record of its progress in var­ 
ious states during that period is full of in 
s traction. 
Two states, Michigan and Rhode Island 
inaugurated prohibition in 1853. 
Their ex­ 
perience lias been quite similar. 
The law 
was in force for twenty-two years in Michi 
gun, when die utter futility of its enforce­ 
ment had been so completely demonstrated 
that it was repealed in 1875. 
The agitation 
for Prohibition was kept up until this year, 
when it was resubmitted to the people and 
overwhelmingly defeated. 
Rhode Island re­ 
pudiated the law in 1863. 
Last year it was 
re-enacted, but t he test of its etficieney was 
so unsatisfactory that on a popular vote last 
month, although a three-fifths vote was re 
quired for its repeal, it was ordered stricken 
out of the Constitution. 
In 1854, New York nnd Connecticut en 
acted Prohibition laws. 
This state gave up 
the effort at Prohibition in two years; hut the 
Nutm eg state clung to the law for eighteen 
years, and then repealed it in 1872. 
There was a wider prohibition sentiment 
and movement in 1855, when Illinois, Ohio 
Maryland, New Hampshire, Delaware, Indi 
ana and Nebraska enacted it I„ some form or 
other. 
Illinois voters repudiated the law the 
same year at the polls. Ohio had prohibition 
experiences for a few months, with results so 
poor that the law was repealed. 
A prohi 
bilion amendment to the Constitution of 
Ohio submitted at the beginning of this de 
cade was defeated at the polls. 
M aryland’! 
test of the measure extended over a period of 
about a year and then the law was repealed 
New Ham pshire’s prohibition was an en 
nctment of the Legislature. 
It has not been 
enforced and cannot lie enforced. 
Being far 
from satisfactory to Prohibitionists, they 
cured the submission of « Constitutional 
amendment this year, which was voted down 
by a tremendous majority. 
Delaware 
pealed her law two years after it was en 
acted. 
Indiana’s test was for a little over 
year, and Nebraska, afier a similar short 
period, also repealed the law. 
Indiana voted 
down prohibition in 1858 by the largest nia 
jority ever given in the state. 
The Maine 
prohibition law came into existence about 
this time, and is s ill in force, hut noten 
forced. 
The exciting issiw-s of the war and the re 
construction period put prohibition in the 
hack-ground until the seventies, when the 
movement began to revive. 
Massachusct! 
tried it for fifteen years and then repealed 
the law. 
The vote on Constitutional prohi­ 
bition taken in the state this year was over­ 
whelmingly against it. 
The states in which prohibition has been 
enacted since 1880 are Iowa and Kansas. 
There is much dispute us to the results of the 
laws in those states. 
In 1880, 3,034 Govern­ 
ment licenses were issued in Iowa. 
This 
was before prohibition. 
In 1886, under pro­ 
hibition, there were 4,032 licenses issued, an 
increase of 998, by which to gauge the effect 
of the prohibitory law. 
The Kansas record 
is similar. 
In 1881, before prohibition, 
1,884 licenses were issued. 
In 1886, after 
five years of prohibition, 2,997 licenses were 
taken out, an increase of 58 per cent. 
There have been unsuccessful attempts In a 
number of states to secure prohibition. 
A 
law was twice passed in Wisconsin, but 
vetoed by a Governor who was vindicated by 
a re-election. 
Texas gave 93,000 majority 
against prohibition. 
Tennessee refused to 
put it in her constitution in 1887. Oregon 
buried 'in amendment under an avalanche of 
votes in the same year, and in 1888 Wcst- 
Virginia voted it down by three to one 
Pennsylvania’s vote ngainst prohibition last 
month was tremendous. 
W ith such a record of repeated defeats, it 
is not surprising that temperance movements 
should be set on foot in other channels, by 
which the evils of the liquor traffic can lio 
lessened nnd intemperance us far as may be 
prevented. 
Prohibition does not prohibit, 
whereas other methods of regulation and re­ 
striction do meet the object sought.

PERFUM ES TIIK BREATH. 


A correspondent of the Ceylo n Ob server, 
in 
a recent issue of that journal, describes the 
district in Ceylon in which gems have hith­ 
erto been most commonly found, and the 
method employed by the natives in digging 
for them. Ratnapura, or the “ city of gems,*’ 
is the centre of a district 
to 30 miles 
square, in almost all of which a stratum of 
gravel six feet to 20 feet under the surface 
exists. 
Throughout this area gem pits are to 
be seen near the villages—some being worked 
now, others being abandoned. 
The natives 
work there in companies of six or eight, and 
pay a rupee per man per m onth for the priv­ 
ilege of working a ceftuin allotment, where 
they liegiu by m arking off a square of about 
10 feet. 
After removing about three feet of 
soil, the sounding-rod—a piece of iron about 
half an inch :,n diameter and six feet lortg— 
is used to sound for gravel. If successful, the 
digc’.ng is begun in earnest till about four 
U ct deep. 
(in the* second day gravel is taken 
I out by means of baskets handed from one 
man to another till all w ithin 4 the Square is 
excavated. 
On Hie third day it is all washed 
in wicker liaskets by a circular jerking mo­ 
tion, which throws out all the surplus light 
stone and rubbish, till a good quantity of 
heavy gravel is left in the bottom, which is 
carefully examined. There is hardly a basket­ 
ful that docs not contain some gems of infer­ 
ior value, which are usually sold by the 
pound for about nine rupees. 
Shouid no val­ 
uable stones he found, another pit is sunk, 
and so till one or perhaps two or three really 
valuable gems are unearthed, when the work 
is stopped, and the whole party goes off to 
Ratnapura with the prizes. 
If these are 
worth, say, a few thousand rupees, they 
are kept secret and only shown to one 
or two men of money, who make the own­ 
ers an advance and look after the safe custody 
of the precious stones. 
Then they gamble 
and drink for some time till another advance 
becomes necessary, and so on till half the 
value is obtained. 
Then the party, with the 
mortgagee, proceeds to Colombo, or Italutnrn, 
where rich Moor traders are summoned to 
purchase, and the gems soon find their way 
to London. The general public know nothing 
about these transactions, and valuable gems 
are never heard of in Ceylon, and scarcely 
see the light of day till they reach Bond- 
street. 
The natives have a great fear of ex­ 
posing their finds till they are sold, and they

This system has been 
in vogue for centuries past. 
The 
Illin o is S ch o o l Jo u rn a l 
sa ys: Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler is reported to have 
said : “ The argum ent for manual training 
rests upon psychology, and it is only modern 
psychology that has discovered the place 
that m an’s powers of expression occupy in 
the acquisition of knowledge and the develop­ 
ment of mental capacity 
Manual training 
is the form of instruction with which it is 
proposed to appeal to these powers of ex­ 
pression. 
It 
consists 
of two reciprocal 
parts—drawing and constructive work. 
The 
object of the training is to add to the pupil’s 
power of expression by verbal description 
the powers of expression by delineation, and 
by construction.” 
This w riter seems to 
ignore the existence of draw ing in our present 
curriculum . 
All that he eau claim that 
“ modern psychology has] discovered" is the 
educational value of the workshop beyond 
that of drawing. 
Now if he will reveal 
just what that discovery, is. lie will do edu­ 
cation a great favor. 
W hen 
he has re­ 
vealed this discovery, 
we hope 
he will 
be 
able 
to show just 
how 
much the 
“ power of 
expression,” 
with tools, aids 
“ in 
the acquisition 
of knowledge” be­ 
yond that of some very rude and inartistic 
forms in mechanism and “ in the develop­ 
ment of mental capacity.” 
T hat “ expres­ 
sion ” is a necessary and universal process in 
learning we thought was ancient psychology 
as well as “ m odern,” hut all will cheerfully 
and gladly admit this contribution to ^educa­ 
tion made by “ modern psychology ” when 
they are shown anything of real and general 
value for the acquisition of knowledge or for 
mental training which the school workshop 
can supplv that is not already provided for 
in the curriculum approved by the ancient 
psychology. 
We beg these gentlemen to get 
down to business, and tell us just what dis­ 
coveries “ modern psychology” has made 
that makes the workshop a necessity in the 
common school for “ mental and disciplinary 
training.” 
W hy not try to have the present 
curriculum better taught, and see how it will 
work? 
Under the title of “ The Lion in his Den,” 
the Ma q ild mrq er Zcitu n g 
prints a report of 
Bismarck’s latest feast of reason and How of 
soul at his Parliam entary “ Fruhschoppen.” 
The host was in his best historical mood, and 
poured forth a series of reminiscences of po­ 
litical persons and incidents, chiefly concern­ 
ing the German sovereigns from the “ Fur- 
stenag” in 1863 to the death of Ludwig II., 
of Bavaria.

A Berlin journal publishes a synopsis of 
German emigration since 1871. 
The total 
for that period is 1,769,297 persons. Of these 
emigrants, the destination of no fewer than 
1 618,816 was the United States, 33,433 went 
to Brazil, 15,099 to other parts of South- 
America, 16,341 to Australia, 4,780 to Brjfish 
North-America, 4,047 to Africa, and 1,086 to 
Asia. 
There remain unaccounted for 74,685 
emigrants sailing from French ports, though 
it is believed that nearly all of these went to 
the United States. 
The year of highest emi­ 
gration was 1881, when 220,902 Germans left 
their fatherland. 
The lowest number of em­ 
igrants during any year of the period is 
tournl in 1877, viz., 22,898. 
Brazil received 
most of her Germans long ago, nearly 9.000 
going to that empire in 1872-’73. 
Latterly 
the tide has run much more strongly to other 
parts of South-America, 1,723 going there in 
1888, for example, while only 1,129 went to 
Brazil.

amounted to 83,218, a larger figure than for 
the preceding seven yeurs. 
In 1887 it was 
104 650; in 1888, 98,568; but in the latter 
year the returns from Havre were missing. 
The Local-Option License Bill introduced 
in the New-Hnmpshire House provides for six 
classes of licenses fees for the first class rang­ 
ing from $100 to $1,000, to be regulated by 
the cities and towns granting licenses.

T he London B uilder stiys llm t there is a 
story of an English sailor w ho rem arked that 
he should like to get to the N orth Pole, “ if 
it were only to liana his lint on it, for the say- 
so of the th in g .” 
T here docs not seem to be 
m uch m ore than the “ say so” to be obtained 
from getting to the top of the Eiffel T ow er, 
in Paris, France, w hich was recently throw n 
open to the public—as far as anything can he 
said to Vie “ throw n open” w ith w hich F rench 
officialism is concerned. 
In this respect the 
m anagem ent of the Eiffel T ow er is only too 
typical of a system of public adm inistra­ 
tion of w hich the general object seems to 
be to exercise 
every devise of 
red tape 
to delay, annoy, and irritate the visitor. 
It 
to sts five francs to go to the sum m it of the 
Eiffel T ow er; bu t you cannot purchase a 
ticket for the sum m it d irect—th at would be 
m aking it far too sim ple and easy. 
Y ou 
m ust pay two francs at one office for a ticket 
fo r the prem iere etage; arrived there, you 
have to search, at the fu rth er extrem ity of 
the large platform crow ded w ith restaurants, 
etc., for the office w here you have the p riv ­ 
ilege of purchasing for one franc a ticket for 
the dcuxiem e etage. 
A rriving there, you 
have to ” make queue ” for three-quarters of 
an hour or so to get to the ticket office, w here 
you pay tw o francs fo r the lifts for the final 
trip. 
T here is a perfectly com m odious and 
safe staircase up w hich any one in robust 
health could w alk to the top in a few m inutes; 
bu t this m ay not be used, for some u nex­ 
plained reason. 
Y ou m ay descend from the 
second to the first platform by a staircase, 
bu t the continuation of the sam e staircase, 
by w hich you w ould naturally and easily con­ 
tinue to descend, is “ defense de descendre,” 
and you have again to m ake an excursion 
am id the labyrinth of the first platform to 
find the staircase bv w hich the rules perm it 
you to descend to the ground.

THE PROHIBITION RECORD. 


Tlic brief bistory of Proh ibition wh ich we 
copy from th e Grap hic is accurate with some 
exceptions as to dates. 
It is a queer ch ap 
ter. 
Th e ups and downs to wh ich Proh ibi­ 
tion h as been subjected seem to indicate th at 
as a principle it h as no vital h old upon th e 
people, and acts only by spasms. 
Temper 
ance is so much a matter of individual op­ 
tion, and petsonal intemperance also so much 
a matter of one’s own business in th e public 
notion, th at th e people penerally h ave got 
into th e h abit of refusing to concern th em­ 
selves about th e use of liquor by oth ers. Th is 
does not indicate th e h igh est moral feeling, 
for, despite th e h uman tendency to l>e sell 
Isb, each of us is to a certain extent h is 
“ broth er's keeper.” Hut in temperance agita­ 
tion we are forced to consider h uman nature 
as it is, and one comes into collision with a 
good deal of h uman nature wh en h e under­ 
takes to read a moral lesson on th e subject to 
a company of tipplers. 
Temperance reform h as invariably moved 
in great waves. 
Th ere h ave been and al­ 
way s will be periods in th e social, political 
and religious life of th e country wh en it cun 
be preach ed as th e only exciting topic. Th en 
th e people gath er, are persuaded, sign th e 
pledge, and cast th eir votes for Proh ibition 
or no license. 
Th e wave passes, and in its 
place come politics, religion, art, literature or 
base ball. 
Th en th e old and vicious socia^ 
h abit of drinking togeth er and treating gets 
th e upper h and. 
Th e temperance ch ampion 
of a y ear ago sets wine upon bis table, and 
finds th e society of h is friends more convivia 
and enjoy able in consequence. 
Th is h abit of 
social drinking h as a most extraordinary h old 
upon th e American people. 
It is a bigger 
obstacle to temperance progress th an th e 
ch eap, nasty and vicious saloon, because its 
influence is exerted 
011 th e 
best social 
life of th e community . 
And it explains th e 
reason for th e disappointment of th ose wh o 
h ave been looking for a great moral uprising 
for Proh ibition, like th at wh ich crush ed out 
slavery . Th ere is no ground for h ope of such 
au uprising th rough temperance agitation. 
Th is agitation touch es only th e individual 
conscience, and does not organize great 
p o­ 
litical parties, 
li is purely a moral force, 
and as such it expends itself. 
Men are p e r 
Bunded, and th e volume of intemperance is di­ 
minish ed. 
It is not impossible, h owever, th at causes 
will y et operate to provoke a union of th e 
people against liquor selling like th at against 
slavery . 
Slavery was tolerated and winked 
at and even found eloquent defenders in 
states dedicated to freedom till it went into 
politics and attempted to force itself wh ere 
it was not wanted. 
Th e liquor trade h as al­ 
so recently gone into politics, and in th is stale 
we find it in alliance with a great political 
party and dictating th e acts of th e executive. 
Th e people h ate ty ranny as earnestly as th ey 
did wh en th ey overth rew th e slave power. 
Let th ere arise a party in tla* country wldch 
sh all dare to proclaim itself th e “ liquor 
power.” and th e end will come quiekiy . We 
are patient with th e drink evil, but it sh all 
not make laws for us, and it sh all not de­ 
mand immunity for itself from th e burdens 
th at it lay s upon society and th e state. 
Th e receding of th e Proh ibition wave does 
not indicate 
any willingness 
among th e 
people to surrender to th e liquor party . Th ey 
arc apply ing th e test of h igh er license, wh er­ 
ever th ey can, to its h onesty and good faith . 
Th ey h ave discovered th at, wh ereas it enjoy s 
th e largest and most profitable traffic in th e 
country , its tax burdens are th e ligh test. 
It 
is th e only business th at resists righ tful tax­ 
ation, and th at h as gone into politics to make 
its resistance successful. 
It is also in stand­ 
ing revolt against law wh erever th e law at­ 
tempts to lay it under restraint or tribute. It 
is 
th e 
one 
remaining 
enemy of law, 
order and decency th at 
stands up 
in 
arms 
and 
refuses 
submission 
and 
obedience wh ere all oth ers obey . 
Perh aps 
th e people will some day get anvry with it as 
th ey did with slavery . 
Perh aps, instead of 
allowing a little coterie of radical agitators to 
stand up and abuse every body wh o does not 
move on th eir line, as th e Abolitionists used 
to do and th e Proh ibitionists are now doing, 
th e}' will all join h ands to crush out of exis­ 
tence, not th e th ing th at merely makes men 
drunk, but th e combination th at proclaims 
itself aliove all law, th at insists upon its righ t 
to create evils th at account for nine-tenth s of 
th e taxes laid upon th e people, and y et re 
fuses to touch th e burden of th ese taxes with 
one of its fingers. 
It seems to us th at th e way to reach th e 
drink evil is th rough “ moral suasion.” 
We 
cannot by legislation remove th e intoxicating 
draugh t from th e lips of h im wh o is deter­ 
mined to h ave it, but persuasion and argu­ 
ment may lead h im to a better life. 
But th e 
state is now called to deal with a party th at 
h as planted itself on th e platform of “ free 
rum and no taxes.” Th is party will h ave to 
be reach ed and vanquish ed th rough politics 
Th e weapon with wh ich it is being put down 
in oth er slates is h igh license. 
Th ere is not 
much left of any politico-wh isky party in 
any state wh ich places its licenses out of th e 
reach of th e ch eap, nasty and vicious saloon 


REPUBLICAN VS. DEMOCRATIC. ECONOMY. 


A little touch of Democratic administra 
tion, th ough of itself an invariable calamity , 
is sometimes good for th e people of a state, 
since it teach es th em certain lessons th at th ey 
could not learn by oth er means. 
Th e people 
of Oh io arc now contrasting th e administra­ 
tion of Gov. Iloadly , Democrat, with th at of 
Gov. 
Foraker, Republican. 
We find th e 
statement in th e Cincinnati 
Co mmercial Ga­ 
zette to contain several interesting facts. 
Th us, wh en Hoadly came into office h e 
found a cash balance of about $300,000 in 
th e treasury . 
Wh en h e went out two y ears 
later the surplus was gone, and Its place was 
a deficiency of more th an $1,.'500,000. 
Th e 
penitentiary ran beh ind $20o,000, wh ereas 
under 
Foster 
it 
h ad 
y ielded a 
reve 
uue to th e state. 
Under Iloadly th e stale 
credit had become so impaired th at th e ma­ 
turing 0 per 
cent bonds could not be re­ 
funded at 3 .05 per cent, th e rate wh ich h e 
had approv ed, and h e told Foraker at h is in­ 
auguration 
th at th e stale must go to protest 
before the first of May . 
Foraker is in th e fourth y ear of h is service 
a« Gov ernor. 
Under h im th e penitentiary 
h as agiia 
become self supporting and 
a 
source of rev enue, and th e cost of maintain­ 
ing the benev olcut institutions h as reach ed 
the lowest point in the history of the state. 


Th e bonded debt, wh ich Iloadly could not 
refund at 3.05 per cent, h as been refunded 
under Foraker into 3 per cents, and sold at a 
premium th at reduced th e interest rate to 
2.72 per cent per y ear. 
Under Foraker $1,- 
423,504 
of 
th e 
debt h as 
licen 
paid, 
and th e annual interest 
ch arge reduced 
from $215,000 to $S3,700. 
And finally , 
th ough th e state lues done an unusual amount 
of public building and oth er improvements, 
Foraker will bo able to sh ow at th e end of 
th e y ear th at every demand h as been met and 
th e deficiency left by Iloadly made up with ­ 
out any increase of th e tax rate, and with an 
actual reduction of th e rate by th e last Legis­ 
lature. 
Someth ing like th is h as h appened in our 
own state. 
Under Gov. Tilden in 1875 th e 
state taxes rose to $14,000,000; under Gov. 
Cornell six y ears later th ey fell to $3,000,000. 


A BRAVE SOUTHERN JUDGE IN EXILE. 


Wh en th e Arkansas grand jury to investi­ 
gate th e Clay ton murder went into session 
last spring. Judge Cunningh am gave it a 
ch arge so fearless, so just, and so expressive 
of h is h orror at th e awful crime and of h is 
desire to bring th e criminals to punish ment 
th at th e entire country applauded. 
Th is 
.ch arge was th e only tiling about th e wh ole 
affair th at did credit to th e state of Arkansas. 
It was th en h oped and expected th at th e mur­ 
derers would In« arrested, and th at Cunning­ 
h am would preside at th eir trial, for th ere 
h ad been a considerable sh ow of indignation 
over th e murder th rough out th e state, and 
even th e Judge’s ch arge was spoken of in 
terms of approval by th e Democratic press- 
Hut Cunningh am will not preside. 
lie is 
a Judge in Aikansas no longer. 
A corres­ 
pondent of th e Boston 
Traveller recently dis­ 
covered h im and made h is acquaintance in 
Oklah oma, wh ere h e is now residing. 
He 
explained h is absence from h ome, say ing h e 
“ h ad to leave,” and th at if h e h ud stay ed h e 
would h ave been killed too. 
Cunningh am is 
a Democrat, but h e h as been guilty of bad 
faith towards h is party , in calling a murder 
by its righ t name. Anoth er Judge, wh o is 
not in th e sligh test danger of repeating th e 
offense, sits in h is place. 
Th e murderers of Clay ton are known. Th e 
information is given 
011 h igh Democratic au­ 
th ority th at th e officers of th e law could lay 
th eir h ands upon th em at any moment. 
But 
th ey remain in th e state and go and come like 
oth er citizens, but are not disturbed. 
It is 
th e righ teous Judge only , wh o, burning wiih 
sh ame and indignation over th e dish onor th at 
h ad fallen upon h is state, dared to utter h ot 
words of condemnation, th at is ostracised and 
th reatened with death . 
And th ese th ings 
h ave h appened th at Clifton R. Breckinridge, 
with th e innocent blood of a neigh bor and 
personal friend upon h is h ands, may keep 
th e sent in Congress to wh ich h e was not 
elected. Wh at does th e Republican Congress 
propose to do with th is Breckinridge? 


T H E PRO H IBITIO N PERIOD. 


U ps a nd D ow ns of th e T h ird P arly --.S ta te « 
th a t H a ve A dop te d a nti th e n R e p u dia te d 
P r oh ib it ion. 
IFrom th e New York Graph ic.] 
Th e receding proh ibition wave was just a 
th ird of a century in reach ing its h igh est 
poirt. and th e record of its progress in var­ 
ious states during th at period is full of in­ 
struction. 
Two states, Mich igan and Rh ode Island, 
inaugurated proh ibition in 1S53. 
Th eir ex­ 
perience h as been quite similar. 
Th e law 
was in force for twenty -two y ears in Mich 
gun, wh en th e utter futility 'of its enforc 
ment h ad been so completely demonstrated 
th at it was repealed in 1875. Th e agitation 
for Proh ibition was kept up until th is y ear 
wh en it was resubmitted to th e people and 
overwh elmingly defeated. 
Rh ode Island re 
pudialed th e law in 1863. 
Last y ear it was 
re-enacted, but th e test of its efficiency was 
so unsatisfactory th at on a popular vote last 
month , alth ough a th ree-fifth s vote was re 
quired for its repeal, it was ordered stricke 
out of th e Constitution. 
In 1854, New York and Connecticut en 
acted Proh ibition laws. 
Th is state gave up 
th e effort at Proh ibition in two y ears; but th e 
Nutmeg state clung to th e law for eigh tee 
y ears, and th en repealed it in 1872. 
Th ere was a wider proh ibiiion sentiment 
and movement in 1855, wh en Illinois, Oh io 
Mary land, New Hampsh ire, Delaware, Indi 
ana and Nebraska enacted it In some form or 
oth er. 
Illinois voters repudiated th e law th e 
same y ear at th e polls. Oh io h ad proh ibition 
experiences for a few month s, with results so 
poor th at th e law was repealed. 
A proh i 
bilion amendment to th e Constitution of 
Oh io submitted at th e beginning of th is de 
cade was defeated at th e polls. 
Mary land 
test of th e measure extended over a period of 
about a y ear and th en th e law was repealed 
New Hampsh ire’s proh ibition was an en 
actment of th e Legislature. 
It h as not bee 
enforced and cannot be enforced. 
Being far 
from satisfactory to Proh ibitionists, th ey ' se 
cured th e submission of « Constitutional 
amendment th is y ear, wh ich was voted dow 
by a tremendous majority . 
Delaware re 
pealed h er law two y ears after it was en 
acted. 
Indiana’s test was for a little over 
y ear, and Nebraska, after a similar sh ort 
period, also repealed th e law. 
Indiana voted 
down proh ibition 
111 1858 by th e largest m 
joritv ever given in th e state. 
Th e Maine 
proh ibition law came into existence about 
th is time, and is s ill in force, but not en 
forced. 
Th e exciting issues of th e war and th e re 
construction period put proh ibition in th e 
back-ground until th e seventies, wh en th e 
movement began to revive. 
Massach usetts 
tried it for fifteen y ears and th en repealed 
th e law. 
Th e vote 011 Constitutional proh i­ 
bition taken in th e state th is y ear was over 
wh elmingly against it. 
l'h e states in wh ich proh ibition h as been 
enacted since 1880 are Iowa and Kansas. 
Th ere is much dispute as to th e results of th e 
laws in th ose states. 
In 1880, 3,034 Govern 
ment licenses were issued in Iowa. 
Th is 
was before proh ibition. 
In 1886, under pro­ 
h ibition, th ere were 4,032 licenses issued, an 
increase of 908, by wh ich to gauge th e effect 
of th e proh ibitory law. 
Th e Kansas record 
is similar. 
In 1881, before proh ibition, 
1,884 licenses were issued. 
In 1886, after 
five y ears of proh ibition, 2,997 licenses were 
taken out, an increase of 58 per cent. 
Th ere h ave been unsuccessful attempts in a 
number of states to secure proh ibition. 
A 
law- was twice passed in Wisconsin, but 
vetoed by a Governor wh o was vindicated by 
a re-election. 
Texas gave 93,000 majority 
against proh ibition. 
Tennessee refused to 
put it in h er constitution 
111 1887. Oregon 
buried an amendment under an avalanch e of 
votes in th e same y ear, and in 1888 West- 
Virginia voted it down by th ree to one. 
Pennsy lvania’s vote against proh ibition last 
month was tremendous. 
With such a record of repeated defeats, it 
is not surprising th at temperance movements 
sh ould be set on foot in oth er ch annels, by 
wh ich th e evils of th e liquor traffic can lie 
lessened and intemperance as far as may be 
prevented. 
Proh ibition does not proh ibit, 
wh ereas oth er meth ods of regulation and re­ 
striction do meet th e object sough t.

G e n t l e m e n : By direction ot the State Board of 
H ealth 1 have the honor to forward you copy of the 
report of Charles C. Brown, C. E„ on the pollution 
of Esopus Creek and lostuu* that The State Board 
recom mends the chemical t urification of the sew­ 
age before discharging it into the Creek and requests 
th at this may be done.

The report of Engineer C. C. Brown first 
gives the plau of the sewerage system pre­ 
pared by Citv Engineer Childs in 1**4, 
••upon general lines approved by Janies T. 
Gardiner, Consulting Engineer of the State 
Board of Health,” in which it was proposed 
to discharge the sewage from the first drain­ 
age district into 
the Esopus Creek. 
He 
gives the population of the wards of that 
district, ami the probable increase of the 
same, the First W ard being ahyut 2,000, and 
then trees on to sav that •’the water of Eso­ 
pus Creek is used for potable purposes in one 
or two mills in the village of Saugerties. 
It 
is introducid by pipe. 
'There are three taps 
from the village water works in one mill— 
the supply ot which is obtained from another 
source—which employes can use if they 
wish. . There are 000 employes in this mill. 
T hirty-tw o houses, occupied by mill opera­ 
tives, are located on the island between the 
Hudson River and the main mill race. 
The

and 
this 
is 
their 
ply of water for all household purpose 
owners of the mill property are ready to put 
in connections with the village water works 
for any of their tenants on the island who 
wish them and who will pay the water rents, 
but so far they report that the tenants prefer 
to use the creek water. 
Ice is cut in cotisid 
erable quantities from the miil pond to till 
houses upnu its banks anil in other places.” 
The Engineer further says that he made 
approximate estimates of the flow of water in 
the Esopus Creek at Kingston and Sauger­ 
ties, and adds: " 1 could not learn that any 
one else habitually used the water of the 
creek for any potable or household purnoso." 
He continues liis rejHirt as follows: “ The 
City Engineer of Kingston refers me to a 
paper by Rudolph Hcriug, ( ’. E., before the 
American Public Health Association, for a 
Statement of the conclusion that a tiow of 150 
to 200 cubic feet of water i»er m inute in the 
Stream for the sewage from each 1,00(1 people 
draining into the stream is a sufficient dilution 
to 
render 
the 
stream 
inoffensive, 
to 
preserve it tit for all ordinary m anufacturing 
purposes and to sustain the life of fish, pro 
vided that there is opportunity fur a natural 
subsidence of the heavier matter In-low th 
town discharging the sewage. 
The minimum 
flow on the minimum estimate aliove given 
will give a dilution for the sewage of 2,000 
people in the First W ard, nearly 20 times as 
great as that required by the larger figure in 
this statement, tor the 8,000 people in the 
F irst Drainage District nearly five times as 
great, and for the entire jxipnintion likely to 
settle upon the district in many years, from 
two to three times as great. 
The estimate of 
the proper amount of dilution above given is 
made on the supposition that the water is not 
in use for potable purposes. 
Should it be in 
use for such purposes, Mr. Hering very prop­ 
erly states that the amount of dilution m ust 
be indefinitely increased. 
'There arc no data 
upon which to base an estimate of the dilu­ 
tion then required, and the only absolutely 
safe course is to prohibit the entrance of 
unpuriticd 
sewage 
into 
the 
water 
There are two contlieting opinions as to tin 
use of streams—one that they are for use for 
any purpose for w hich they arc titled in their 
natural condition, and that any polluting 
m atter from artificial sources must be puri 
lied before entrance into the stream suf 
ficienlly to preserve this natural condition 
practically unchanged at points where tlie 
w ater is used: the other that they are (lit 
natural drainage channels- of the country 
through which they pass and can be so used 
by the population along their banks with lit 
tie or no reference to the'other uses to which 
the stream may Ik- put. 
A statement of the 
two views is stiffleient to indicate which is the 
proper view to take in the greater number of 
eases. 
The 
latter 
view 
is 
ordinarily 
modified, 
however, 
to 
limit 
the 
am ount 
of 
pollution 
allowable 
to 
such an extent that the stream can be used 
for almost any except potable purposes with 
out inconvenience, stiice it sometimes bap 
pens that the use of a stream for purposes of 
drainage is so much more im portant than for 
potable purjioses that the value for the one 
greatly over balances I lie value for the other 
T he values for the two purposes are very 
nearly balanced in the case of the Esopus 
Creek, anil in such cases it seems to me 
proper to consider the first view as the more 
nearly correct. 
This is the view that has 
been taken by the State Board of Health 
heretofore, 
its acceptance in the preset 
case would require the City of Kingston to 
purify its sewage before admitting it to 
Esopus CTeek sufficiently to preserve the pur 
ity 
of 
the 
water 
at 
Saugerties 
about 
12 
miles 
below, 
where 
is 
first 
used 
for 
potable 
purposes 
The questions then arise as to what amount 
of sewage may lie adm itted at Kingston with 
out affecting injuriously the purity ot the 
water at Saugerties, and to what extent the 
purification must tie 
carried 
for 
large 
amounts of sewage. 
The opportunity for 
subsidence just below the City is ample as the 
fall in the creek is quite low for some dis 
tanee—to a jioint near the entrance of flit 
SawkiU—and the water Hows slowly through 
deep pools. 
The nmount of dilution at San 
gerties is given aliove. 
Oxidation of inipur 
ities is greatly promoted by falls and dams of 
n combined height of from 80 to 100 feet. 
The principal falls are shown in two of the 
accompanying photographs. Two other pho­ 
tographs show the larger part of the mill 
pond at Saugerties from which ice is cut and 
water is drawn for the mills and houses as 
already described, and which must be the 
final place of deposit of much sediment 
originally deposited 
in 
the 
pools 
near 
Kingston, and afterwards washed out in times 
ot flood to be deposited further down stream. 
Better opportunities for the purification of a 
stream by natural agencies liefore reaching 
the Saugerties mill pond could scarcely exist, 
and I think it will be admitted by any one, 
not an alarmist, that the admission of sewage 
from 2,000 people at Kingston will not inju­ 
riously affect the water at Saugerties under 
any conditions except possibly an epidemic of 
such a disease as typhoid fever in the City. 
N o one can say whether that fever would fie 
communicated to the inhabitants of Sauger­ 
ties through the water of the Creek in this 
m anner or not. 
As the sewerage system is 
extended and as the 
population increases 
the 
amount 
of 
pollution 
will 
in­ 
crease, 
and 
the chance of purification 
before reaching Saugerties will decrease. No 
one can set an exact limit beyond which the 
am ount of pollution shall not ¡Dórense and 
f 
urification processes shall lie established, 
t would seem the safer course, therefore, to 
{ 
mt in purification works at this time, or at 
east on any appreciable increase in the ex­ 
tent of the sewerage system. 
There is no 
doubt that the sewage of perhaps as many as 
2,000 jieoplc now reaches the creek through 
storm water sewers, private drains and the 
like. 
The sewer map and the profile of the 
outlet accompanying indicate the character 
of the flat along the crock. 
The streams in 
this region are subject to sudden and great 
floods und the entire fiat up nearly to the 
line of buildings on N orth-Front street is 
subject 
to 
overflow. 
It 
would 
hardly 
be 
possible 
to 
provide 
, any 
system 
of 
purification 
by 
iuUrmit- 
tent filtration or irrigation on this account, 
without pumping. 
A chemical plant could 
be operated quite close to N orth Front-street 
without pumping, but I think it probable 
that n large part of the fall through the 
woriis would lie lost at times of high floods 
for-the bouts during which they last. 
T he 
dilution at such times is so cuoimous, and 
the amount of water retained behind dams 
and in deep reaches is so small in proportion 


to the total amount that the pollution from 
the raw sewage during these times need not 
Ik feared in the least. 
It would be necessary 
to exercise extreme caution in working the 
plant to prevent odors arising from the 
work, owing to their proximity to the houses 
of the City. 
It is impossible, 1 think, to ob 
ta in this result. 
One of the accompanying 
photographs shows a possible location of the 
plant.”

Prior to a day or two ago Dr. Crosby 
was fully persuaded in his own mind that lie 
knew every point of the Catskill Mountains 
for miles and miles around liis pretty sum m er 
home. 
W hat he didn’t know. Dr. McCrack­ 
en was quite sure that he did. 
Neither of 
them, however, on this head are as positive 
is they were, and just liovv they have arrived 
at tliis conclusion runs somewhat in tins 
wise: 
The two Doctors are great cronies. 
They 
are fond of taking long pedestrian trips to- 
get hi r 
They say that some of the brightest 
lioughts of their lives have come to them 
while tramping through the mountains. The 
other day they started out for a long walk, 
but by the time they bad reached home again 
they 
bad 
considerable more 
than 
they 
hail bargained for. 
T heir objective point 
was Sliandakcn, but they tramped for hours 
and hours without reaching it. 
Finally they 
both had to admit that they were lost, anil in 
the most thickly timbered anil sparsely settled 
portion of the range. 
Their htilloos only 
brought back au eelio from some distant 
crag. 
The only thing that remained for 
them to do was to keep on tramping, taking 
a rest once in a while by the way. 
It was 
m o s tly up-lnll work in more senses than one, 
but the Doctors are as noted for their grit as 
they are for their brains. 
'1 hey reasoned that 
if they kept it up long enough and did not 
travel around and around in a circle they 
would reach some point from which they 
could take their proper bearings, and they 
would finally get out of the woods without 
inyltody being a bit the wiser. 
At the end of several hours they found 
themselves at a point near Lexington, Greene 
County, miles away from where they imag­ 
ined they were. 
W hile they dined they 
talked their experience over and decided that 
they would not drive back but that they 
would walk to Pine Hill. 
And walk they 
did, though they were foot sore and weary 
in body when they reached their respective 
homes. 
The few people in Pine Hill who 
are aware oí the fact that Messrs. Crosby and 
McCracken were lost have promised not to 
say a word about it to a soul, and as they are 
all Presbyterians it is reasonable to presume 
that they will keep their word.

The widow is

$1—interest on $1 during her life. 
At her death the $1 will be divided as fol­ 
lows among the children: Two will get 20 
cents each; five, four cents each; four, five 
cents each; one will receive interest on 20 
cents during his life, anil after his death the 
20 cents will i>e divided among the remaining 
two children or heirs. 
One of the heirs lives in Florida. 
It is 
stated he came here to look after his interest 
in the estate. 
The lawyers secured the lion's share of the 
proceeds.

Health Inspector TenBroeek says be still 
experiences difficulty iu enforcing the sani­ 
tary laws. 
There are people who labor un­ 
der the erroneous belief that the Boar^ of 
Health lias no power, anil that they cannot 
lie compelled to keep their premises in proper 
condition. 
There is a law, however, passed 
in 1885, which decrees otherwise. 
The law, 
Corporation Counsel Hasbrouck says, is com­ 
paratively new, and most of its intricacies 
have not as yet been construed by the Courts. 
Section 4 of Chapter 270, Laws of the State 
of New-York, reads as follows : 


Every person who shall wilfully violate or refuse 
to obey any order or regulation m ade and published 
by the Board of Health of any city, village or town 
in this State, or any order made and served, or 
posted as aforesaid, shall be deemed guilty of a mis­ 
demeanor, and on conviction thereof shall be sub 
ject to a fine or imprisonment, or both, in the dis 
cretion of the Court, such fine not to exceed $1,000, 
nor im prisonm ent six months. And in any case of 
non-compliance with any order or regulation which 
shall have been served or posted, as provided in 
Sub-Division 6, Section 3. of this act, the Board 
or its servants or employes may lawfully enter upon 
any prem ises to which said order or regulation re- 
lates, and suppress or remove the nuisance or other 
m atters, in the judgm ent of the said Board, detri­ 
m ental to the public health mentioned in such or' 
her or regulation and any othpr nuisance or m atter 
of the description aforesaid found there existing; 
and the expense thereof shall be a charge upon the 
occupant, or all of the ocepuants, or upon the per­ 
son or persons who have caused or maintained the 
nuisance, * * * and may be sued, and recovered 
with costs by said Board, in the name of such 
Board, in any court having jurisdiction. 
* 1 
Judgm ents shall have preference over all Hens 
and incum berances whatsoever. 
Notices to “ clean u p ” have been printed 
in a new form, and these are being sent out 
daily to delinquents.

o fficialism is co ncerned. 
In this respect the 
management o f the Eiffel lo w er is o nly to o 
typical o f a system o f public adm inistra­ 
tio n o f which the general o bject seems to 
be to exercise 
every devise o f 
red tape 
to delay, anno y, and irritate the visito r. 
It 
Co sts five francs to go to the summit o f the 
Eiffel To wer; but yo u canno t purchase a 
ticket fo r the sum m it direct—that wo uld be 
making it far to o simple and easy. 
Yo u 
must pay two francs at o ne o lfiee fo r a ticket 
fo r the prem iere ctage; arrived there, yo u 
have to search, at the further extremity o f 
the large platfo rm cro wded with restaurants, 
etc., fo r the o ffice where yo u have the priv­ 
ilege o f purchasing fo r o ne franc a ticket fo r 
the dcuxieme etage. 
Arriving there, yo u 
have to “ make q u eu e ” fo r three-quarters o f 
an ho ur o r so to get to the ticket o ffice, where 
yo u pay two francs fo r the lifts fo r the final 
trip. 
There is a perfectly co mmo dio us and 
safe staircase up which any o ne in ro bust 
health co ulc walk to the to p in a few minutes;

G e n t l e m e n : By direction of the State Board of 
Health 1 have the houor to forward you copy of the 
report of Charles C. Brown, C. K . on the pollution 
of Esopus Creek and to state that The State Board 
recommends the chemical purification of the sew­ 
age before discharging it into the Creek and requests 
that this may be done.

The report of Engineer C. (’. Brown first 
gives the plau of the sewerage system pre­ 
pared by City Engineer Childs in 1**4, 
“ upon general lines approved by James T. 
Gardiner, Consulting Engineer of the State 
Board of Health,” in which it was proposed 
lo discharge the sewage from the first drain­ 
age district into 
the Esopus Creek. 
He 
gives the population of the wards of that 
district, and the probable increase of the 
same, the Fiist Ward being ahput 2,000, and 
then goes on to sav that “ the water of Eso- 
pus Creek is used for potable purposes in one 
or two mills in the village of Saugerties. 
It 
is introduced by pipe. 
T here are three taps 
from the village water works in one mill— 
the supply ot which is obtained from ¡mother 
source—which employes can use if they 
wish. 
There are 000 employes in this mill. 
Thirty-two houses, occupied by mill opera­ 
tives, are located on the island between the 
Hudson River and the* main mill raee. 
T he 
rear 
ends of 
the* 
lots on which these 
houses 
are 
situated 
are 
on 
the 
race 
and 
this 
is 
their 
sup­ 
ply of water for all household purposes. The 
owners of the mill property are ready to put 
in connections with the village water works 
for any of their tenants on the island who 
wish them and who will pay the water rents, 
but so far they report that the tenants prefer 
to use the creek water, 
lee is cut in consul 
crable quantities from the miil pond to till 
houses upou its banks and in other places.” 
The Engineer further says that he made 
approximate estimates of the tiowof water in 
the Esopus Creek at Kingston and Sauger- 
ties, and adds ; “ 1 could not learn that any 
one else habitually used the waiter of the 
Creek for any potable or household puroosc." 
He continues bis rejHirt as follows: “ H ie 
City Engineer of Kingston refers me to a 
paper by Rudolph Hcring, C. Iv, before the 
American Public Health Association, for a 
statement of the conclusion that a flow of 150 
<o 200 cubic feet of water per minute in the 
Stream for the sewage from each 1,00(1 people 
draining into (lie stream is a sufficient dilution 
to 
render 
the 
stream 
inoffensive, 
to 
preserve it tit for all ordinary manufacturing 
purposes and to sustain the life of fish, pro 
vided that there is opportunity for a natural 
subsidence of the heavier matter below the 
town discharging the sew age. 
The minimum 
flow* on the minimum estimate aiiove given 
will give ft dilution for the sewage of 2,000 
people in the First Ward, nearly 20 times as 
great as that required by the larger figure in 
this statement, tor the 8,000 people in the 
First Drainage District nearly live limes a* 
great, and for the entire population likely to 
settle upon the district in many years, from 
two to three times as great. 
The estimate of 
the proper amount of dilution above given is 
made on the supposition that the water is not 
in use for potable purposes. 
Should it be in 
use for such purposes, Mr. Hiring very prop­ 
erly stales that the amount of dilution must 
bo indefinitely increased. 
T here are no data 
upon which to base an estimate of the dilu­ 
tion then required, and the only absolutely 
safe course is lo prohibit the entrance of 
unpuritied 
sewage 
into 
the 
water 
There ¡ire two conflicting opinions as to the 
use of streams—one that they are for use for 
any purpose for which they are fitted in their 
natural condition, and that any polluting 
matter from artificial sources must be puri 
tied Ik*fore entrance into the stream suf­ 
ficiently to preserve this natural condition 
practically unchanged ¡it points where the 
water is used; the other that they are the 
natural drainage clmunels- of the country 
through which they pass and can be so used 
by the population along their hanks w ith lit­ 
tle or no reference to the other uses to which 
the stream may be put. 
A statement of the 
two views is sufficient to indicate which is the 
proper view to take in the greater number of 
cases. 
The 
latter 
view 
is 
ordinarily 
modified, 
however. 
to 
limit 
the 
amount 
of 
pollution 
allowable 
to 
such an extent that the stream can be used 
for almost any except potable purposes w ith­ 
out inconvenience, since it sometimes hap 
pens that the use of a stream for purposes of 
drainage is so much more important than for 
potable purposes that the value for the one 
greatly over balances tlie value for the other. 
The values for the two purposes are very 
nearly balanced in the case of the Esopus 
Creek, and in such cases it seems to me 
proper to consider the first view as the more 
nearly correct. 
This is the view that lias 
been taken by the State Board of Health 
heretofore. 
Its acceptance in the present 
case would require the City of Kingston to 
purify its sewage before admitting it to 
Esopus Creek sufficiently to preserve the pur­ 
ity 
of 
the 
water 
at 
Saugerties, 
about 
12 
miles 
below, 
where 
it 
is 
first 
used 
for 
potable 
purposes. 
The questions then arise as to what amount 
of sewage may be admitted at Kingston w ith­ 
out affecting injuriously the purity of the 
water at Saugerties, and to what extent the 
purification must 
Ik* carried 
for larger 
amounts of sewage. 
The opportunity for 
subsidence just below the City ¡sample as the 
fall in the creek is quite low for some dis 
tance—to a point near the entrance of the 
Katvkill—and the water flows slowly through 
deep pools. 
The amount of dilution at Sau­ 
gerties is given above. 
Oxidation of impur­ 
ities is greatly promoted by falls and dams of 
a combined height of from 80 to 100 feet. 
The principal falls are shown in two of the 
accompanying photographs. Two other pho­ 
tographs show the larger part of the mill 
pond at Saugerties from which ice is cut and 
water is drawn for the mills and houses ¡is 
already described, and which must be the 
final place of deposit of much sediment 
originally deposited 
in 
the pools 
near 
Kingston, and afterwards washed out in times 
ot flood to be deposited further down stream. 
Better opportunities for the purification of a 
stream by natural agencies before reaching 
the Saugerties mill pond could scarcely exist, 
and I think it w ill be admitted by any one, 
not an alarmist, that the admission of sewage 
from 2,000 people at Kingston will not inju­ 
riously affect the water at Saugerties under 
any conditions except possibly an epidemic of 
such a disease as typhoid fever in the City. 
No one can say whether that fever would be 
communicated to the inhabitants of Sanger 
ties through the water of the Creek in this 
manner or not. 
As the sewerage system is 
extended and as the 
population increases 
the 
amount 
of 
pollution 
will 
in­ 
crease, 
and 
the chance of purification 
before reaching Saugerties will decrease. No 
one can set an exact limit beyond which the 
uuoount of pollution shall not increase and 
purification processes shall lie established. 
It would seem the safer course, therefore, to 
i 
mt in purification works at this time, or at 
east on any appreciable increase in the ex­ 
tent of the sewerage system. There is no 
doubt that the sewage of perhaps as many as 
2,000 people now reaches the creek through 
storm water sewers, private drains and the 
like. 
The sewer map and the profile of the 
outlet accompanying indicate the character 
of the flat along the creek. 
The streams in 
this region are subject to sudden and great 
floods and the entire flat up nearly to the 
line of buildings on North-Front street is 
subject 
to 
overflow. 
It 
would hardly 
be 
possible 
to 
provide 
any 
system 
of 
purification 
by 
iutirm it 
tent filtration or irrigation on this account, 
without pumping. 
A chemical plant could 
be operated quite close to North Front-street 
without pumping, but I tbiuk it probable 
that a large part of the fall through the 
works would Ik* lost at times of high floods 
/or the hours during which they lust. 
The 
dilutio n at such times is so enoimous, and 
the amo unt of water retained behind dams 
and In deep reaches is so small in proportion 


to the total amount that the pollution from 
the raw sewage during these times need not 
Ik * feared in the least, 
i t would be necessary 
to exercise extreme caution in working the 
plant to prevent odors arising from the 
work, owing to their proximity to the houses 
of the City. 
It is impossible, 1 think, to ob 
tain this result. 
One of the accompanying 
photographs shows a possible location of the 
plant.”

Dr. H o w ­ 
a r d C rosby a n d tlie K i r . D r. M cC rack e n . 
The Rev. Dr. Howard Crosby and the Rev. 
I>r McCracken—the latter is the Vice-Chan­ 
cellor of the University of New York—are 
two of the most prominent cottagers at Pine 
Hill. 
Prior to a day or two ago Dr. Crosby 
was fully persuaded in his own mind that he 
knew every point of the Catskill Mountains 
for miles and miles around his pretty summer 
home. 
What lie didn’t know. Dr. "McCrack­ 
en was quite sure that he did. 
Neither of 
them, however, on this head are as positive 
¡is they were, and just bow they have arrived 
at this conclusion runs somewhat in this 
wise: 
The two Doctors are great cronies. 
They 
are fond of taking long pedestrian trips to- 
gethir 
They say that some of the brightest 
thoughts of their lives have come to them 
while tramping through the mountains. The 
other day they started out for a long walk, 
but by tin* time they had reached home again 
they 
had 
considerable more 
than 
they 
had bargained for. 
Their objective point 
was Sliandakcn, but they tramped for hours 
;ind hours without reaching it. 
Finally they 
both bad to admit that they were lost, and in 
the must thickly timbered and sparsely settled 
poll ion of the range. 
Their halloos only 
brought hnek au echo from some distant 
crag. 
The only thing that remained for 
them to do was to keep on tramping, taking 
a rest once in a while by the way. 
It was 
mostly up-hill work in more senses than one, 
bill the Doctors are as noted for their grit us 
they are for their brains. 
They reasoned that 
if they kept it up long enough and did not 
travel around and around in a circle: they 
would reach some point trom which they 
cou 1*1 take ilnir proper bearings, and they 
would finally get out of the woods without 
anybody being a bit the wiser.

There is a law, however, passed 
in 1 8 8 5> w hich decrees otherwise. 
The law 
Corporation Counsel llasbrouck says, is com 
paratively new, and most of its intricacies 
have not as yet been construed by the Courts 
Section 4 of Chapter 27b, Laws of the State 
of New-York, reads as follows : 


Every person who shall wilfully violate or refuse 
to obey any order or regulation made and published 
by the Board of Health of any city, village or town 
in this State, or any order made and served, or 
posted as aforesaid, shall be deemed guilty of a mis* 
demeanor, and on conviction thereof shall be sub 
ject to a fiue or imprisonment, or both, in the dis 
cr> tion of the Court, such fine not to exceed $1,000 
nor imprisonment six months. And in any case 
non-compliance with any order or regulation which 
shall have been served or posted, as provided in 
Sub-Division 6, Section 3. of this act, the Board 
or its servants or employes may lawfully enter upon 
any premises to which said order or regulation re 
lates, and suppress or remove the nuisance or other 
matters, in the judgment of the said Board, detri 
mental to the public health mentioned In such or 
tier or regulation and uny other nuisance or m atter 
of the description aforesaid found there existing 
and the expense thereof shall be a charge upon the 
occupant, or all of the occpuants, or upon the per 
son or persons who have caused or maintained the 
nuisance, * » * and may be sued, and recovered 
with costs by said Board, in the name of such 
Board, in any court having jurisdiction. 
Judgments shall have preference over all liens 
and ineumberances whatsoever. 
Notices to “ clean up” have been printed 
in a new form, and these are being sent out 
daily to delinquents. 
The notices are signed 
by the Health Officer, and the time allotte 
to fulfill the orders they contain is left to the 
discretion of the Inspector.
